NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Aldermen of the City of
Nashua that a Municipal Special Election for the purpose of electing a member to fill said
vacancy on the Board of Fire Commissioners be held on November 6, 2018; and

FURTHER RESOLVED that petitions and acceptances of nominations for said
vacancy on the Board of Fire Commissioners shall be presented to the City Clerk from
September 27, 2018 at 8:00 a.m. through October 5, 2018 at 5:00 p.m.; and

FURTHER RESOLVED that the polls for the Municipal Special Election on November
6, 2018 shall be open between the hours of 6:00 a.m. and 8:00 p.m. and precepts shall be issued
to the selectmen of the city wards directing them to issue their warrants calling meetings of the
voters in their wards.

FISCAL NOTE: The Special Municipal Election will be funded from accounts in

the City Clerk’s Department FY19 budget, in conjunction with
an $8,000 transfer from general contingency (R-18-059) into
the City Clerk’s accounts.

ANALYSIS

This resolution sets the date, time period for nomination petitions and polling hours for a
municipal special election required to fill a vacancy on the Board of Fire Commissioners and
issues precepts to the selectmen of the city wards.

R-18-059, filed contemporaneously with this legislation, requests a transfer of $8,000 from
general contingency for some of the necessary funding. The remaining funding is available in
FY19 City Clerk Department accounts.
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
